SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled video recording also known as RGE-010-Wild Party is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The publication consists of four contrived scenes which serve as a vehicle to depict 
women being subjected to beatings using whips, canes and hands. The women 
concerned exhibit genuine pain and distress and at times attempt to stop the activity, 
but appear to have little control over the situation. The camera focuses on the results 
of the activity, such as lacerated and bruised skin, and the women's discomfort. 
Presenting images such as these for the purposes of entertaining or titillating an 
audience tends to promote and support acts of torture and extreme cruelty, and the 
use of violence or coercion to compel any person to participate in, or submit to, sexual 
conduct. 

The criteria applied by the Classification Office resulting in the limit on the availability of 
this publication are prescribed by law. For the reasons given above, this publication is 
considered to tend to promote and support an activity listed in s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act, deeming the publication objectionable. 

This classification represents the minimum interference with freedom of expression 
that is consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. 
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
